A father and son duo will be 
cycling across the country in 
memory of a loving daughter 
and sister who died from a 
rare DNA disease earlier this 
year. 

Just a year after marrying 
her childhood sweetheart 
wheelchair-bound Jyoti Bruce 
died, aged 23, having suffered 
from mitochondrial disease 
for more than half of her 
life. 

Her brother Surbiton man 
Kelpesh Patel, 32, and her fa¬ 
ther Suresh Patel, 54, who 
lives in Leicester, have now 
made it their lifelong mission 
to continue fundraising and 
create more awareness of the 
illness. 

Together they aim to raise 
£5,000 for the Lilly Founda¬ 
tion, a charity committed to 
finding a cure for mitochon¬ 
drial disease. 

Mr Patel said: “We have 
been doing these kinds of 
things for as long as I can re¬ 
member. So why stop now? 

“Jyoti was involved in chari¬ 
ty work and was always smil¬ 
ing. She was a very caring 
person that always wanted to 
help other people. She never 
let anything get on top of her. 

“My sister is not around 
anymore so we can’t help her, 
but she would want us to con¬ 
tinue to help other people. She 
would not want us to stop.” 


The pair will cycle for three 
days during the August bank 
holiday weekend at 60-mile 
stints through Hadrian’s Cy¬ 
cleway across Tyneside that 
totals more than 174 miles. 

Mr Patel, who shared a close 
relationship with his sister, 
has been trying to get into 


shape ahead of his first long 
distance cycle ride. 

He said: “It is definitely 
going to be a struggle, but we 
are up for it. 

“I don’t mind a game of foot¬ 
ball but I suffer for three 
days after so I’m practising 
cycling and getting myself 


up to speed. 

“We just purchased our 
bikes last week so we are kit¬ 
ted out and ready. 

“My mum still has reserva¬ 
tions about my father doing it 
because he is diabetic, but 
I am confident he will get 
there. 


“The drive really is to get all 
that fundraising to someone 
that deserves it.” 

Mr Patel’s workplace, Eti- 
had Airways, has already do¬ 
nated a signed Harlequins 
shirt for the cause that will be 
auctioned to the highest 
bidder.

Widower’s dismay at 
In Bloom cancellation 


A widower’s hope of honouring 
his dying wife’s wish to create an 
award-winning garden has been 
dashed after a popular garden¬ 
ing competition was suddenly 
axed. 

Graham Rollinson had hoped 
to honour his wife Mary, who 
died of cancer at Christmas, at 
the Kingston in Bloom garden¬ 
ing competition this year.

“We would be keen to provide 
support and advice to any group 
or organisation interested in 
taking over the running of 
Kingston in Bloom.” 

But Mr Rollinson, who won last 
year’s competition with his wife 
and vowed to recapture the title 


this year, said he was deeply 
disappointed. 

Mr Rollinson, who works part- 
time teaching sign language to 
children in Kingston, said: “I feel 
very let down after all the work I 
have put in. 

“I promised her that I would 
try and win it for her and now I 
can’t”. 

The garden’s Italian theme, 
that features statues, a Lilly 
plant and a special inscription 
that reads “Mary’s Garden”, is 
inspired by his wife’s battle 
against cancer. 

Unable to visit Mr Rollinson’s 
daughters living in Florence, a 
place he said she loved, he set 
about bringing a bit of Italy to 
their Tolworth home.

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Murder arrest after 
mother found dead

A 28-year-old man has been arrest¬ 
ed in Spain on suspicion of the 
murder of a mother-of-two. 

The man was arrested by police 
in San Sebastian on a European 
warrant last Friday after police 
launched a murder inquiry into 
the death of Margaret Sheehy. 

The 58-year-old was found dead 
lying on her couch by colleagues 
who had forced their way into her 
flat in Springfield Road, Kingston, 
after she failed to turn up for work 
on Tuesday, June 12. 

Police revealed last week that it 
was likely that Ms Sheehy, an 
Irishwoman known by friends as 
Margot, had known her attacker as 
there was no sign of forced entry. 

Officers gathering evidence in 
the hours after her death, which is 
believed to be late on Monday, 
June 11, said Ms Sheehy went 
shopping in Kingston town centre 
after work. 

Detectives initially believed Ms 
Sheehy had died from head in¬ 
juries, but a postmortem examina¬ 
tion later revealed the cause of 
death as asphyxiation. 

The ex-partner of Ms Sheehy has 
been devastated by the news. 

Edwin Heiss is the father of Ms 


Sheehy’s sons, Chris and Sean, but 
was not in contact with the finan¬ 
cial consultant before she was 
found dead. 

Younger son Chris is currently 
living in Auckland, New Zealand, 
while older sibling Sean, thought 
to be in his mid-30s, is registered as 
living about a mile away in 
Surbiton. 

Mr Heiss said Ms Sheehy was a 
“wonderful person” and he did 
not know she was living in Eng¬ 
land, but thought she was still 


in Ireland. 

He said: “She is the mother of 
our two sons. It is sad, so sad. 

“For some reason, call it love, call 
it the right moment at the right 
place, yes, we were in love and 
through time we became strangers 
to each other. I am very much sad 
about this, the final loss, but little 
is what I can do.” 

The man will remain in Spain 
until the extradition process is 
complete and will appear in court 
there, police have confirmed.

A parent took child road safety 
into his own hands when he 
created a pop-up zebra cross¬ 
ing outside his son’s school. 

Yannick Read, 41, laid out the 
makeshift crossing outside 
Alexandra Infant School in 
Kingston after becoming con¬ 
cerned for the safety of his 
five-year-old son Bertie. 

But signs on the public high¬ 
way that do not have the ap¬ 
proval of the Highway 
Authority are illegal. 

Mr Read, who lives in Clifton 
Road, with wife Eleanor, Noah, 
eight, Bertie, and Olive, three, 
came up with the idea during 
his day job for the Environ¬ 
mental Transport Association, 
a campaign group based in 
Weybridge. 

The walkway is made up of 
recycled lino, drainpipes and 
orange balloons and can be set 
up in less than a minute. 

The council said the crossing 
would cost £14,000 compared 
with the cost of Mr Read’s £50 
homemade effort. 

He said: “Although this is a 
kind of stunt there’s a very se¬ 
rious issue behind it. 

“We have had a child knocked 
over by a car on that particular 
road. 

“At Latimer School a child

was killed after being hit by a 
car. 

“The reaction from drivers 
has been very positive. People 
walking past who see it recog¬ 
nise there is a need for one.” 

He said a crossing was need¬ 
ed in Alexandra Road, which is 
a 20mph zone, for children 
heading to school. 

Kingston Council confirmed 
it had received a request for a 
zebra crossing near Alexandra 
Infant School in the past 
few weeks, but said that the use 
of pop-up crossings could be 
illegal. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
safety of people using our 
highways is always a priority 
for the council. 

“The Highway Authority has 
sole statutory empowerment to 
place or enforce anything on 
our roads and this ensures the 
safe use of our highways for 
motorists and pedestrians.” 

Asked if he was worried 
about the risk of prosecution 
Mr Read said: “No not really. 
We have done it very carefully 
and in a controlled way. 

“It is more important to high¬ 
light the issue.”

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Child killer charged with 
attempting to flee court

A convicted child killer 
serving life for murder has 
been charged with trying to es¬ 
cape from court with a 
weapon. 

Richard Kwakye, from 
Twickenham, was brought to 
Kingston County Court on 
Monday, June 18, for a family- 
related matter, but managed to 
escape the court room. 

Last July, the 29-year-old was 
jailed for 35 years for the mur¬ 
der of Siariah Letang, a 19- 
month-old girl from Thornton 
Heath. 

Officers managed to catch up 
with the 29-year-old in 
St James Road, outside 
Kingston College. 

He was later charged with es¬ 
caping lawful custody, two 
counts of actual bodily harm 
and possession of an offensive

weapon.

Kwakye was held in custody 
overnight before being re¬ 
turned to prison on Tuesday, 
June 19. 

Toddler Siariah died of 
smoke inhalation after petrol 
was poured through the letter¬ 
box of her grandmother’s 
home in Camberwell, as the 
family slept. 

Kwakye was sentenced to a 
further 25 years to run concur¬ 
rently for the attempted mur¬ 
der of her mother, 
grandmother and two other 


children who escaped from the 
building. 

During the trial at the Old 
Bailey last June, the jury heard 
how Kwakye started the fire on 
September 18, 2010, at the 
maisonette in a revenge attack 
after a fall out with the family. 

His 19-year-old brother Dim¬ 
itri John-Lewis, from Padding¬ 
ton, was jailed for 10 years for 
the manslaughter of Siariah. 

He was also sentenced to a 
further two years to run con¬ 
secutively for perverting the 
course of justice. 

Their mother Josephine 
Nicolas, 46, was also 
jailed for four years for 
perverting the course of 
justice. 

Kwakye will appear at 
Kingston Crown Court on Au¬ 
gust 30 to face the charges.

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Desire to own a home 
remains strong as ever 



Most under 35-year-olds would like to become 
homeowners sooner rather than later 


Eighty one per cent of British 
adults hope to be homeowners 
in 10 years’ time, and 74 per 
cent aspire to it within two 
years, according to a new 
research article published by 
the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML). 

The article, by CML chief 
economist Bob Pannell is 
based on the results of a 
survey undertaken by 
YouGov. The survey includes 
questions that have been 
repeated consistently since 
the mid-1970s, enabling 
comparisons with earlier 
periods to be drawn. 

It shows that the desire for 
home ownership has fallen 
back a little in recent years, 
but still remains strongly 
entrenched across all age 
groups. 

Aspirations are much 
higher than current home 
ownership levels among those 
aged under 35, but it is far 
from clear whether and how

people will achieve their 
home ownership goal. 

Notably, most of those who 
are renting privately or 
sharing with family or friends 
are under 35, and more than 
half of these (54 per cent) 
would like to become home- 
owners over the short term. 

However, only one-third of 
those who hope to be home- 
owners in two years’ time 
actually expect it to happen. 

Mr Pannell said: “The 
results clearly show that the 
British love affair with home 
ownership is far from over, 
but achieving the home 
ownership dream has become 
more difficult for people, and 
is likely to remain so, 
especially for the young. 

“We need to ensure that 
good quality housing is 
available in a variety of 


different tenures, and that the 
growing private rented sector 
represents an attractive 
choice for those who do not 
want, or cannot attain, home 
ownership. But we also need 
to recognise that for the 
overwhelming majority of 
people, home ownership is 
still the ultimate goal.” 

Jason Tebb, regional 
managing director for Your 
Move, which has offices in 
Kingston and Sutton, says 
more affordable homes need 
to be built if Britain is not 
going to be turned into a 
nation of renters. 

He said: “Affordability 
continues to be one of the 
main obstacles to house 
purchase with many unable 
to raise the high deposits 
required and many fearing 
the impact the eurozone crisis 
may have on their long-term 
financial security. 

“It’s understandable, 

therefore, that many see 


renting as the only alternative 
to home ownership but, as 
tenant demand rises, so too 
could rents in the longer 
term. 

“The need for more 
affordable homes to be built - 
to satisfy both buyer demand 
and landlord demand - is 
therefore of increasing 
importance.” 

And Wendy Evans-Scott, 
president of the National 
Association of Estate agents, 
said more needs to be done to 
boost the property market. 

“Despite sales figures 
remaining stable, there is 
little sign of green shoots of 
growth in the levels of 
property supply and 
demand,” she said. 

“Growth is being held back 
by continued restrictive 
lending policies from the 
major banks and lack of an 
adequate mechanism to 
support the first-time buyer 
market, a situation which will 


only get worse if mortgage 
rates rise as predicted,” she 
added. 

“Supply remains a huge 
issue, with the latest 
government figures showing 


fewer homes are being built. 

“We support recent industry 
calls from groups like the 
National Housing Federation 
and Shelter for more house 
building.”

The total number of 
magistrates’ court proceed¬ 
ings for motoring offences fell 
from one million in 2010 to 
888,000 in 2011, down 12.6 per 
cent. 

The findings, based on 
Ministry of Justice figures

David Weir feels like a new 
man compared to this time 
last year, but one thing that 
has stayed the same is his 
desire for gold at the London 
Olympics. 

Just 12 months ago, the 
Kingston AC & Polytechnic 
Harrier was preparing him¬ 
self for another cortisone in¬ 
jection in his shoulder, 
something that was fast be¬ 
coming second nature with 
the injury continuing to 
hamper the double Para¬ 
lympic champion. 

But fast forward a year 
and shoulder worries are a 
thing of the past for the 33- 
year-old wheelchair racer, 
who this year equalled 
Baroness Tanni Grey- 
Thompson’s record in win¬ 
ning a sixth London 
marathon title. 

That is not all Weir has 
had to cheer about this Para¬ 
lympic year, having already 
claimed gold at the London 
2012 stadium when he raced 
to 1,500m victory at the 
London Disability Athletics 
Challenge in May. 

But despite enjoying a

golden season already, Weir 
is nowhere near finished. 

“I had a really busy winter 
this season with me trying 
to get over my shoulder in¬ 
jury and I am really pleased 
with how it all went,” said 
Weir, speaking at the Bal¬ 
four Beatty London Youth 
Games disability athletics fi¬ 
nals at Mile End Stadium. 

“I wanted to do it the right 
way and make sure it wasn’t 
bothering me this time 
around and I think you can 
see from my results that it 
has worked. 

“In all my 1,500m races 
this year I have gone 
under three minutes 
and I don’t think 
there is anyone else 
in the world that has 
done that. 

“I just have to keep 
working at it and 
make sure the good 
season continues for 
a few more months.”
